Tonight, while top corporate ex- 
ecutives honor him, a farm boy 
from Meadow, Utah who escalated 
to the upper echlons of executive 
industrial management will retire. 

After 35 years with the com- 
pany, J. Merrill Bushnell, the 
oldest son of Melba S, and the late 
Daniel D. Bushnell will leave his 
post as vice president and general 
manager of Pacific States Cast 
Iron Pipe Company of Provo.

A former studentbody president 
at Millard High School, Bushnell 
helped his father start Bushnell 
Real Estate before leaving for 
college on a State Farmer scholar- 
ship. 

He graduated from Brigham 
Young University in 1947 with a 
B.A. degree in economics He

Bushnell came to Pacific States 
Cast Iron Pipe Company in 1949 as 
an industrial engineer. In 1954 he 
worked as a purchasing agent and 
was appointed assistant general 
manager in 1962. He has been vice 
president and general manager for 
the past 17 years. 

While heading the Provo opera- 
tion, Bushnell purchased Water- 
works Equipment Company in Salt 
Lake City for Pacific States. He 
presided as vice president and 
general manager of that company 
from 1971 to 1981. It is the largest 
distributing company for the inter- 
mountain area and has expanded 
to include offices and warehouses 
in Idaho and Arizona. 

He is a former member of the 
board of directors for McWane 
Incorporated. 

Other distinquished roles for 
Bushnell include membership in 
the American Waterworks Asso- 
ciation, membership in the Duc- 
tile Pipe Research Association, 
former member of the board of 
directors for Utah Manufacturers 
Association, president of Utah 
Manufacturers Association (1975) 
and he is a current member of the 
board of directors of the Utah 
Industrial Relations Council. 

In addition, Bushnell is a former 
member of the Advisorv Board for
